The Fourth Annual Meeting of the Pennsylvania. Branch of 
the American Tract Society, was held in the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Philadelphia, May 31, 1831, at 8 o'clock, P. M. 

The President of the Society, Thomas Latimer, not being present, 
the Vice-President, Rev. George Boyd, took the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer, by the Rev. G. R. Living- 
ston, D. D. 

The Treasurer, Mr. F. Erringer,' then read the report of the state of 
the funds; and, as the Corresponding Secretary was indisposed in 
health, at his request the report was read by the Rev. G. R. Living- 
ston, D. D. 

The following resolutions were then presented, and unanimously 
adopted, viz. : 

On motion of the Rev. W. A. Hallock, Corresponding Secretary 
of the American Tract Society, seconded by the Rev. Samuel Helffen- 
stein: 

Resolved^ That the report now read be adopted, and published un- 
der the direction of the Executive Committee. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. McCartee, of New York, seconded by 
the Rev. Peter Wolle, of the Moravian church of this city: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society be given to the several 
congregations in this city, and others, who have contributed to relieve 
this Branch from its pecuniary embarrassments. 

On motion of the Rev. Joseph Sanford, of the Second Presbyterian 
church in this city, seconded by the Rev. Dr. Cathcart, of York, Pa. 

Resolved, That the monthly distribution of tracts, to every family 
willing to receive them, is eminently calculated to do good, and from 
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the success already resulting from it, entitles it to the support of every 
friend of Zion. 

The meeting was addressed by the Rev. Messrs. Hallock, 
McCartee, Sanford, Cathcart, and Eastman. 

The audience was unusually attentive^ and one universal feeling 
appeared to pervade the meeting in favour of increased efforts, to ex- 
tend the influence of the Tract cause, and particularly of this Branch.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 



Article I.^^This Society shall be called The Penkstlvania 
Branch of the American Tract Society^ the object of which 
shall be to promote the interests of evangelical religion and sound mo- 
rality, by the circulation of Religious Tracts, and to aid the American 
Tract Society in extending its operations. 

Article II**»Each subscriber of two dollars annually, shall be a 
member^ each subscriber of twenty dollars at one time, shall be a 
member for life; and each subscriber of fifty dollars, shall be a Director 
for life. 

Article III.~IM[embers of this Society shall be entitled to Tracts 
annually, to the value of one dollar, and Directors to the value of two 
dollars; or, if preferred, they may receive Tracts at any one time to 
the value of half the sum given. 

Article IV.*— This Society shall meet annually, in the week im- 
mediately following the third Thursday in May, the day to be deter- 
mined by the Executive Committee, when the proceedings of the for- 
mer year shall be reported, and a Board, consisting of a President, 
Vice-Presidents, Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, 
Treasurer, and thirty Directors, shall be chosen. 

Article V.*— The Board shall annually elect from their own num- 
ber an Executive Committee of nine members, and meet for business at 
least once in three months. They shall fill their own vacancies, and 
enact their own By-Laws; and report their proceedings at the annual 
meeting of the Society. Seven shall constitute a quorum. 

Article VI.*— The Executive Committee, of which the President, 
Corresponding Secretary, and Treasurer, shall be ex^officio members. 
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CONSTITUTION. 



shall conduct the business of the Society, during the recesses of the 
Board, and report their proceedings to the Board at every stated meet- 
ing. Three shall constitute a quorum. 

Article VIL— The Treasurer shall report the state of the Trea- 
sury at every stated meeting of the Board, and at the annual meeting 
of the Society. 

Article VIII. — Any Tract Society, contributing a donation from 
its funds to the Treasury of this Society, shall be considered an Aux- 
iliary; and any Agent or Treasurer of such Auxiliary, annually trans- 
mitting five dollars to the Treasury of this Society, shall be entitled 
to vote at all meetings of the Board of Directors; and the Officers of 
any Auxiliary, annually contributing ten dollars, shall be entitled to 

the same privilege. 

Article IX.— All ^meetings of the Society, of the Board of Direc- 
tors, and of the Executive Committee, shall be opened with prayer. 

Article X. The President, or in his absence, any of the Vice- 
Presidents, may call special meetings of the Society, and the Direc- 
tors. 

Article XI.— This Constitution shall not be altered, unless by a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present, at an annual meeting, or 
at a meeting regularly called for that purpose.

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FOVRTH ANNVAIi REPORT. 



Another anniversary having arrived, the Executive Commit- 
tee would express their gratitude to God, for the favor he has mani- 
fested towards this institution, and submit the following narrative of 
their proceedings during the past year. 

In the last report the appointment of a suitable agent to visit the Ger- 
man population of this state, and one who could address them in their na- 
tive language was mentioned, as calculated to confer important bene- 
fits upon that interesting class of our fellow citizens. There is reason 
to believe that no measure can be adopted which promises more ex- 
tensive usefulness than this, in the promotion of the common cause in 
which we are engaged. Every attempt has however as yet failed in 
securing the services of such an agent, but thehope is not abandoned, 
that a competent person will be found, who will enter this wide field 
already ripe for tne harvest. 

Dunng the year just expired, only four agents have been employed 5 
one of them is now in this city soliciting funds, the rest have retired; 
their respective terms of service being completed. 

From experience, the various benevolent institutions in our land 
have found no instrumentality more efficient to advance their prosper- 
ity, than the well directed efforts of pious, talented, and prudent 
agents. Prepared for their work— familiar with the reasons to be 
urged in favour of the charities which they advocate, and capable of 
successfully replying to the objections that may be raised against them, 
they itinerate through different parts, of the country, and excite an 
interest — awaken a zeal-— diffuse lights— and enlist friends,by a faithful 
exhibition of the nature and claims of the several institutions which 
they represent. Men qualified for such a work are not easily obtain- 
ed, andf to this cause, as much as any other, is it to be ascribed, that 
our operations have not been more extended during the past season. 

State of the Funds. 

From the first organization of this Branch, it has laboured under 
pecuniary embarrassments. The Depository was originally supplied 
with Tracts by the Parent Society^ on a credit, because we had no 
means at command to pay for them. The committee felt justified 
in pursuing this course, for they were persuaded that this Christian 
community would not permit an institution to languish for the want 
of support, that is calculated to exert so powerful an influence on the 
best interests of man, and which was planted under their immediate 
inspection and controul. The hope has been uniformly cherished that 
as soon as its usefulness should be developed, and its value as an aux- 
iliary to every other charitable society should be fully known, the 
complaint would no longer be made, 01 a deficiency of me^^nc* but a ' 
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copious stream would flow into its treasury, adequate to the supply of 
all its necessities, and impart to it a vigorous and healthful action. 

In some good degree this hope has been realized during the last year. 
In connection with the City Society, the Rev. Mr. Eastman was 
employed to make a direct appeal to the different Churches in Phila- 
delphia and Liberties, to aid in the discharge of the debt due to the 
American Tract Society, which amounted at that time to more than 
gSOOO, and to sustain the City Society in carrying forward its monthly 
distribution of Tracts to every family willing to receive them. His 
success was very gratifying, and aitorded substantial evidence, that 
the cause he advocated was dear to this community,and that its friends 
are disposed to cherish it with liberal contributions. He however did 
not continue long in his agency. Circumstances rendered it neces- 
sary for him to retire before it was completed, and the Rev. Mr. Ba- 
con was duly commissioned to succeed him, who is still prosecuting 
the work that was so happily commenced. The total amount collect- 
ed by these faithful agents is. 83,202. 78. 

It is a matter of devout thankfulness to the Great Head of the 
Church, that so much liberality has been manifested by the Christian 
public in favor of the Tract Cause,and we regard it as an indication of 
divine providence, that He owns and blesses it as His own cause. 
The confident hope is therefore indulged, that it will continue to pros- 
per, under the smiles of approving heaven. 

It was a measure that was unavoidable, and its necessity has been 
increased, especially since the monthly distribution has been intro- 
duced into so many places, that the Depository should contain a large 
stock on hand to meet the constant demand for tracts, from the interior 
of the state, as well as from the surrounding country. On this ac- 
count, a debt of greater magnitude was contracted than was desira- 
ble, but no other alternative was presented without producing difficul- 
ties that were still more to be deplored.

Auxiliaries. 

In the last report it was stated that there were 429 societies con- 
nected wi^ this Branch. Since then no new ones have been formed. 
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Lest an erroneous impression may be received from the mention of 
this latter fact, it is proper to add, that before the commencement of 
this year, the whole state had been explored, and wherever it was prac- 
ticable, auxiliaries were organized, and consequently an increase of 
them could not speedily be expected. 

A large proportion of those already formed, were brought into exis- 
tence by the instrumentality of agents, and many of them it is to be 
feared, soon lost their zeal, and are now only known by the record of 
their names on our books. 

It would no doubt be of advantage to send an agent to visit them 
again, and to remind them of their duty and interest and privilege, in 
no other way can it be presumed that they will be resuscitated, and there- 
fore the Committee have directed Dr. Powers, who is well known to 
most of them, to spend the ensuing summer in such a mission. 

Those Auxiliaries which have not entered into the monthly distri- 
bution have paid very little into the Treasury since the last anniver- 
sary, and probably will pay still less in future, unless a new impetus 
is communicated to them by the plan now contemplated. 

Monthly Distribution. 

The more that the system, of periodically giving a Tract to every 
family willing to receive it, has developed itself, the evidence accu- 
mulates and becomes more decisive in its favor. Sufficient time has 
now elapsed to be able to form a correct opinion as to the practicabili- 
ty and usefulness of this experiment, and the result both in city and 
country has been uniformly trie same: that it is a most happy mode of 
extending the truth, and rendering tracts profitable to the souls of men. 
Like all other new enterprizes, it had to encounter prejudices at first, 
and many doubted whether it was possible to carry it into execution, 
among communities that were divided into a variety of religious sects» 
and where numbers had no connection with any Christian congrega- 
tions whatever, but experience has proved that it is otherwise. Very 
few decline to receive tracts, (so far as is known,) where the monthly 
distribution has been undertaken. This fact deserves to be recorded 
with devout thankfulness to Almighty God, that he has been pleased 
in the course of his providence thus to open a door, for the introduc- 
tion of gospel light into the habitations of many who deny themselves 
the privilege of receiving religious instruction in any other form, and 
dispose them to allow these '•humble preachers of riditcousness*' to 
speak the words of "truth and soberness," when the living herald of 
the cross, would not be heard. 

By the adoption of this system, more than any other yet devised, 
has the command been literally fulfilled of preaching the ^^ospel to 
every creature''— And the practical good already disclosed, com- 
mends it to the approbation, me prayers and support of all who love 
Zion, and desire the. salvation of their fellow -men. In tiiis City 
alone, the Distributors have reported several instances which have 
come to their knowledge, of sinners being awakened and converted to 
God by the instrumentality of these Tracts, and of others who ha»f 
been strengthened in their most hol^j {?aftv^ wAYysK^^^^Vxsv \x>s»! 
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firaising their Redeemer, that the hand of. charity had dropped these 
ittle comforters, at their doors. If nothing more had been accom- 
plished than this, it would prove an ample reward for all the expense 
and trouble that has been bestowed — but more has been done>— 1000 
scholars have been gathered into the Sunday Schools*— many families 
destitute of the bible have been sought out and supplied*— the suffering 
poor have found friends to relieve tnem^-^md many who never attend- 
ed a place of worship, have been urged and directed and brought to 
the sanctuary of Jehovah, and are now sitting under the sound of the 
everlasting gospel, on each returning sabbath. The distributors who 
are faithful to their trust, act in the capacity of domestic missionaries, 
and while they are blessing others, are in turn themselves blessed with 
the consciousness of having performed an important duty, and with 
the approbation of heaven resting upon their labours. 

Another fact has been elicited by this system, that entitles it to be 
distinguished—* viz: that it excites the zeal, and calls forth the ener- 
gies and resources of Christians, in support of the tract cause, to a 
much greater extent than any other plan nitherto adopted. Instead of 
being regarded as an object deserving attention once a year, it is 
now a business that occupies their minds every month — it is reduced 
to a system<— there is something tangible and visible to be effected, 
and new and powerful motives are suggested to stimulate to increased 
effort 

Those auxiliaries (and there are between 40 and 50 of them who 
have embarked in this enterprize,) have raised^with less difficulty a far 
^eater amount of money than usual, and some of them have remitted 
m a single month nearly as much as they did formerly in a whole year» 
They have been astonished how they could with such facility command 
the means requisite for so large an expenditure. But he who claims 
^^the silver and gold as his own," has affixed his broad seal of approval 
upon it, and this distinctly points out the path of dutv to the waver- 
ing and doubting and says to them, ^^go thou and do likewise." 

It would be an act of injustice, if an auxiliary so important as the 
City Society did not receive particular notice. Its managers, in com- 
mencing the monthly distribution assumed a responsibility, from which 
too many would have declined. With no funds to meet a great ex- 
pense, and witli very little information to guide them in conducting a 
vast, and in some respects complicated machinery, they resolved in the 
strength of God to make the attempt. Hitherto the work has been 
prosecuted with vigour and every new development has only serv- 
ed to confirm them in the previous opinion, that the plan was feasi- 
ble, and fraught with happy consequences. The number of pages of 
tracts distributed during the year amount to 1,800,000; and the fam- 
ilies who refuse to receive tracts are comparatively few — it is to be 
hoped, that nothing will occur to prevent their steady perseverance in 
this laudable project, so long as there remain any vicious to be re- 
claimed — ^any ignorant to be enlightened, and any of the lost and ruin- 
ed to be saved. 

For farther information relative to their proceedings, we beg leave 
io refer to their annual report just publishea. 
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Depositories. 

To accommodate auidliaries, and others who are thereby induced to 
become purchasers of tracts, it is rendered very desirable to deposit 
in several of the large towns, a considerable stock of tracts, entrust- 
ed either to the care of some responsible individuals, or society, to 
supply the wants of their vicinity. There are now connected with 
this Branch eleven such Depositories, four of which have been estab- 
lished since the last anniversary. 

It is recommended to the friends of the cause, to use a vigorous ef- 
fort where these depositories are located to become owners of them, 
b^ which measure they will confer an important aid on this institu- 
tion.

In closing their report, the Committee respectfully solicit attention: 
to the following suggestions— 

1st. That a funa be provided for the gratuitous circulation of tracts. 
Pressing demands have repeatedly been made for donations in 
tracts, and we have felt constrained to refuse, or only nartially to 
meet them, on account of having no means at our disposal for that pur- 
pose. 

The evil may easily be remedied, by the creation of a fund for this 
special object. If individuals, or some association will confide to our 
care the means, it will afford us much pleasure to apply the whole 
amount agreeably to the direction of the donors. 

Engaged in this work of benevolence, and anxious to accomplish 
all the good in our power by the circulation of these "messengers of 
mercy," ithas been painful in any instance to deny applicants, who 
have solicited our bounty for supplying the destitute. But we were 
shut up to the necessity of acting in this manner, or of violating the 
confidence reposed in us. If this suggestion meets the approbation 
of Christians, we do assure them, that we will esteem it an honor and 
a privilege to become the almoners of their charity. 

The other su^estion to which we invite attention is, that this Board 
ought to be relievedfrom its debt to the parent institution. 

Our Society occupies an important sphere of usefulness. Its loca- 
tion is near the geographical centre of the Union, and it might and 
ought to extend its influence through every part of the land. It re- 
ceived its birth in this great and opulent city, and here it deserves to 
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hold a distinguished place, and ought to exhibit an example worthy of 
the imitation of other cities and states. But what is its growth and 
present condition? Instead of reaching forth its liberality to the ne- 
cessitous beyond the limits it immediately covers— insteadi of exerting 
its benign influence upon the multitudes swarming the valley of the 
Mississippi and elsewhere, it cannot even meet the wants within its 
own borders. It ought not so to be. 

It is true that the senerous contributions recently made in this city 
have greatly assisted in the reduction of our debt, but it still amounts 
to 81,591.05. . 

The question has often been agitated in our meetings, how shall we 
get freed from our embarrassment, and it is with no oiniinary satisfac- 
tion, that we acknowledge our obligation to a Lady in Centre County in 
sending us so gratifying an answer. 

She proposes to become one of fifty females to contribute each 850 
before the expiration of the current year. In the full persuasion that 
her proposal will be accepted she has already remitted that sum to our 
Treasury. If her sex, always ready, where duty invites, will now 
come forward and second her example, when another anniversary oc- 
curs, it will be announced to the world, that the benevolence of fe- 
males has established this Branch on a solid foundation. 

In reviewing the four years since we have had an existence as a So- 
ciety, and considering the various obstacles that were to be overcome, 
it is a source of thanksgiving to the Author of all good, that something 
has been done for his glory, though not as much as was desired. We 
cordially rejoice in the prosperity that accompanies the different chari- 
table institutions in our beloved country. Would to G^od that it might 
be increased a thousand fold, and though some of them vastly sur- 
pass us in advancing the Redeemer's Kingdom, we will not only ad- 
mire them for being more honored in the career of usefulness, but will 
be prompted to follow them with more zeal, however humble may be 
our distance from them in the path of duty. Cheered by the past, we 
will say to every friend of tracts let this be your motijo— onward.

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CONSTITUTION 
OF AX AUXILIARY TRACT SOCIETY. 

Article I. This Sodety shall be called "The Tract Societt of 

Auxiliary to the Pennsylvania Branch of the American Tract Society; the 
object of which shall be to promote the interest of Evangelical Religion and 
•ound morality, by the circulation of religious Tracts; and to aid the Branch 
in extending its operations. 

Article II. Any person may become a member of this Auxiliary by 
contributing^ annually to its funds and tht 

payment ot ten dollars, at one time, shall constitute a member for life.* 

Article IIL Members of this Society shall be entitled to receive Tractt 
to the amount of half their subscriptions; and life members to the amount of 
fifty cents annually. One-fourth part of the annual receipts of the Society 
shall be transmitted to the Treasury of the Branch. The remainder of the 
fundi shall be at the disposal of the Directors of this Auxiliary, to be ex- 
pended either in the distribution of Tracts among the destitute, or in bene- 
fiting their fellow men through the medium of Tracts, in any other way 
they judge expedient 

Article IV. This Society shall hold its annual meeting on the first 
I , when a Board consisting of a President, Secretary and 

Treasurer, and Directors^ shall be chosen to conduct the business of 

the Society. 

Article V. The Treasurer shall act as the Society's Agent and De* 
pository, and report the state of the Treasury when required by the Directors. 

Article Vl. The Board shall meet for business at least once in three 
months. They shall adopt every practicable method to increase the efficacy 
and extend the usefulness of the Scx:iety, and shall assign to the respective 
mentbers such agency as they think proper, in collecting and obtaining sub- 
scriptions, and distributing Tracts. They shall fill their own vacancies, and 
enact their own by-laws; and communicate to the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Pennsylvania Branch, a notice of the formation of this Auxiliary, and 
of the Constitution adopted, a list of the officers annually elected, and such 
instances of the usefulness of Tracts as m ly come to their knowledge. 
Three shall constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly notified. 

Article VII. The President, Secretary and Treasurer, shall constitute 
an Ex. Comiuiitee, who shall transact all business that may occur in the re- 
cesses of the Boaixl, reporting the same to the B;)ard at every stated meeting. 

Article VIII. Subscribers shall not be entitled to receive Tracts until 
their subscriptions are paid. 

Article IX. This Constitution may be altered or amended by a vote of 
two-thirds of the laebbers present, at a regular meeting of the Society. 

•By the provisions of Article II. every member contributes each year to the 
Society, a sum, more o- less, at his own pleasure, according as the Lord hath 
prospered hitn. This throws upon tlie Board and Solicitors the responsibilily of 
acquainting themstlves with the system of Tract operations, and anmially pre- 
tenttng to each member its claims as a Branch of that high and holy cause of 
Christian Benevolence, which is the ^lory of the aj^e, and demands the chariiiet 
and the active co-operation of all.

MONTHLY DISTRIBUTION. 

Extracts of the reports of Distributors in Philadelphia. 

A woman refused to receive the Tracts, and gave as a reason, that they 
troubled her very much. She had once been a professor of religion, but now 
she was accustomed to keep her shop open on the Sabbath, and that the 
Tracts condemned her, and that she did not want any thing to do with them. 

A Distributor, on calling at one house, a woman from the chamber, said 
she would not have the Tract, and that she did not wish him to call again. 
The next month he called and was met at the door by the same person, who 
then expressed her regret that she should have refused the Tract, and treat- 
ed him so unkindly the previous month, and she felt reproved by her own 
conduct, and she made up her mind never to refuse a religious Tract again. 

A Distributor left a Tract with a woman who was accustomed to keep her 
shop open on the Sabbath, and at the same time reminded her of the impro- 
priety of thus violating the command to observe that day. The next month 
the woman told her that she had not sold on the Sabbath since her last visit, 
and said she should never do it again. 

''One poor woman died last month, who was a Roman Catholic I had 
conversea with her on religious subjects frequently in previous months, when 
delivering Tracts to her; and htd also furnished her with a Bible. ^ On her 
dying bed, she expressed a great desire to see me; and said a Catholic Priest 
could do her no good. Her continual cry to the last was, that the Liord 
would have mercy on her." 

"Five Roman Catholics, from reading the tracts left with them, have re- 
quested that Bibles might be procured for them to read. One, who is a 
French Catholic, has become much awakened to his situation as a lost ^- 
tier, and has expressed an anxious desire to receive a Bible." 

On delivering the Tract, **A word for the Bible," a mother said, **My 
son is recovering from sickness, and feels a great desire to search the Scrip- 
tures — how good this Tract will come to him." A woman and her son, who 
never attended any place of worship, since receiving Tracts distributed 
monthly, regularly attend church. 

This month, (Feb. ) no less than four or five instances of hopeful conver- 
sion, through the instrumentality of Tracts, have come to the knowledge of 
one of the committee. An elderly man, a German, who had always recei- 
ved the German Tracts, had deceased since the last month's distribution. 
On his death bed he expressed his gratitude, and evinced- a strong desire to 
see the lady who had brought them to him. 

A Distributor in the 18th district reports, **That five Roman Catholics, 
from reading the Tracts left with them, have requested that Bibles might be 
procured for them to read. One, who is a French Catholic, has become 
much awakened to his situation as a lost sinner, and he, with one other, has 
expressed an anxious desire for French Bibles. Neither of them ever 
thought of procuring a Bible until they read the Tracts; but from the fre- 
quent quotations of the Scriptures in those Tracts, they became solicitous to 
read for themselves." 

Another Distributor in the same district states, *«Tlie Tracts were received 
with thankfulness. The Lord is evidently blessing our labours. I visited a 
widow who not only received the Tracts thankfully, but informed me that 
her husband had recently departed this life rejoicing in the Lord. His great 
change, said she, was owing entirely to the instrumentality of a single Tract. 

In another house, I found an aged man on the verge ot the grave; but he 
appeared to have that hope which is as an anchor to the soul. His wife in- 
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formed me, that about three months since, he was brought to a knowledge 
of the truth through the reading of a Tract which he had received in the 
monthly distribution. 

A Distributor m district J\ro. 20, says, "1 called at a house where a woman 
was washing, (from which she obtained her support,) and she was so feeble 
that she could not stand, but was washing while resting on her knees. She 
received the Tract joyfully, and said though she was poor and distressed, yet 
when she read what Jesus suffered, it bore her up, so that she felt perfectly 
willing to endure any thing for his sake. 

"At another house, which I visited, a young man, about twenty years of 
age, who was on the boi*ders of the grave; but humble, patient and resign- 
ed. By giving him a Tract, it appeared I had administered to a disciple of 
Jesus. 

This Distributor remarks, "It is a privilege to be a Tract Distributor. — 
And while granting me this privilege, the Lord brings to my mind the days, 
months, and years, that I have lost, as it respects usefulness m his vineyard." 

"The Tracts, in g;eneral, were thankfully received; and there is great 
encouragement to persevere. A Jewess, wno had long refused to receive 
Tracts, cheerfully took one this month, observing that she believed Tracts 
were designed to be an introduction to the great salvation. She stated that 
her mind nad been much troubled since the recent death of a beloved son. 
Thus Providence seemed to prepare the way for her receiving: Tracts." 

Only three families refuse our Tracts, and these are Catholics; in most of 
the others we generally met with a kind reception, and often feel pleasure 
and encouragement by their expressions of khdness and of thankfulness for 

our visit. We called at old Mrs. in E— — st. and on enquiring how 

they were, were told, that since we had beer there, her son had been very 
ill: she said he was very thankful, for this afiiction had been a very great 
blessing to him. He had been a careless, thoightless young man; but when 
God had laid his hand on him, he had been nade to tremble before him. — 
We went in and conversed with him, and foind that, convicted of sin, he 
had laid hold on the hope of the gospel, and wis rejoicing in a Saviour. In 
one of the alleys in our district, there has b<en a great excitement on the 
subject of religion, and some of the vilest thert are apparently pressing into 
the kingdom. Two persons in particular, who had been living in sin, with- 
out God and without hope in the world, are sitting at the feet of Jesus, 
clothed and in their right minds. One of themliad nbt for years attended 
a place of worship, but now she takes the place cf the penitent and sorrow- 
ful among the people of God: we hope it may ccntinue, and that hereafter 
we shall have to mention the wonders accomplished by the power and grace 
of God. 

In another ward, a Distributor reported, that slie left a Tract with a wo- 
man who was accustomed to keep her shop open on the Sabbath, and at the 
same time reminded her of the impropriety of thus violating the command 
to observe that day. The next month the woman told her that she had not 
sold on the Sabbath since her last visit, and said slie should never do it again. 

Rev. T. G, Allen, Agent for the Society for the Bettering of the condi- 
tion of the Poor, This gentleman relates the follDwing incident: 

"A view of the following visit I would not withhold. I had a grateful in- 
terview with ' . He appears to be indeed a child of God. He 

and his wife hailed my presence with joy. I spent some time with them 
conversing about the things which make for our peace," They informed 
me of the attention of their little son, between eight and nine years of age, 
who had learned -the hymns attached to the Tracts I left with them about 
nine day since. They appeared anxious for him to repeat them to me. I 
with pleasure heard him repeat three hymns, consisting of eighteen verses, 
and he knew them well, ana repeated them in an interesting manner. I gave 
them some new Tracts with verses attached, which the little boy anxiously 
looked for. May the Lord fill his openign mind and KeakT^Nq^^Jsv^JM^-T^^Nxvs^-K:^^ 
heavenly love.

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pleasure at these meetings — as the disciples' hearts burned within them 
formerly. If it is so grateful to meet with Christians here, what will it be 
to meet in the bonds of perfect love and holiness in heaven! 

A person informed me, that one of the Tracts I gave her, she took with 
her down in the Neck, and gave it to a deist; he read it, and since that time 
there has been an entire reformation in the man. " 

The Distributors in High street ward, during the month of March, met 
with a respectable old gentleman who was on a Visit to the city, and on be- 
ing presented with a Tract, tauntingly observed, "you give Tracts, but do 
not give the Bible;" meaning that they were trying to spread their sentiments, 
but the fountain from whence ttey professed to draw them was kept in the 
back-ground; the distributor's told him that they gave Bibles to every desti- 
tute family willing to receive them. Do you indeed? observed he — will you 
give me one? they said if he would accept of one they would, he told them 
that if one of large print could be obtained for him, he would read it, ob- 
serving, "I have never read one — but I have read Pamela Age of Reason, 
and a number of Infidel books, but give me a Bible, and I will read it 
through, if I do not like it, it shall be returned." A Bible of large print 
was presented to him, and we have good reason to hope that the precious 
seed will produce a harvest of rich fruit to the praise of Him, whose Holy 
and blessed will it reveals. 

Dock Ward, — A distributor in Distnct No. 2, reports that a Catholic fam- 
ily when first oflFered a Tract lot only refused to read it, but destroyed it im- 
mediately, but now Tracts are received with evident tokens of gratitude. 
District No. 3. — Several Fnnch families express much satisfaction and 
gratitude that they can reccFC them in their own language. District No. 
11. An old lady received the Distributor with peculiar manifestations of joy, 
observing she had been afraic that, she had been forgotten. The families in 
this ward generally highly q^preciate the monthly distribution, and have 
expressed their ardent desires that it might be continued. District No. 13. 
— ^The Distributor makes ths following report. On visiting the district the 
past month she found a fanily destitute of the Bible and obtained one for 
them. On visiting them ths month with the Tract, they informed her of 
a woman who lived with th^m that was anxious to see the Distrifcrntor. On 
going into the room, in a celar, they found a woman in the extreme of pov- 
erty, very sick and suffering for the common necessaries of life, and anxious 
to have some pious person to converse with, and pray for her. They sup- 
plied her wants, and obtained a person to visit her: they found her unable 
to read, but the person with whom she lived would occasionally read the Bi- 
ble to her. On Wednesday morning last they sent for the Distributor. On 
visiting her they found her rejoicing in an exstacy of joy, saving "Oh J my 
precious Jesus! precious Saviour! to save such a lost sinner! and notwith- 
standing her bodily weakiess was very great, she raised herself in bed to ex- 
ult in her Saviour. A person asked her how she was. She replied, " I was 
trying to ask for the Spirit to illuminate my mind and show me if my sins 
were forriven, and my Saviour has indeed snowed me." Her mind seemed 
comfortable through the day until she gently fell asleep, we trust, in Jesus, 
to rest till the resurrectiai ot the great day. The persons with whom she 
lived seemed thoughtful, and were much affected with such a scene. They 
are now seen reading their Bibles with deep interest. 

JVev) Market, — ^Two Distributors report, that the only refusal of receiving 
Tracts in this district is from Catholics. In District No. 9, some who have 
heretofore refused Tracts willingly receive them. An old lady expressed 
her gratitude, and said they had done good: she observed that it must cost a 
great deal to print so many, and much time to carry them about. She was 
poor, but tendered 12i cents to aid the good work. 

A voiing man, having ruptured a blood vessel, came to this city for the 
benefit of his health. He had been blessed with a pious edupation, yet he 
was remarkably insensible to his perilous situation as a lost sinner. ' The 
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family where he resided were professors of the religion of Jesus Christ, and 
felt anxious to enter into conversation with him respecting his insensibility 
to Divin« things; but his remarkable indifference to all religious subjects led 
them to put it off from day to day, in. hopes that some more favourable op- 
portunity would occur. He had been in this family but five or six days be- 
fore a Distributor left at the house the Tract called **To Day;" it was im- 
mediately handed to him, and he solicited to read it attentively; the next 
tJay he asked for a Bible, and inquired if a sinner could repent and believe 
before he was called. He was informed that he had been called repeatedly; 
that the death of his pious mother was a loud call, the affliction under which 
he now laboured was another call, and now God in his Providence had sent 
a Tract to call him, and that to-day was the best time for him to listen to 
these calls and accept offered mercy. He was soon heard confessing his sins 
and offering the most earnest supplications for pardon. The happy result 
was, that in a few days he was led to hope in the pardoning mercy of the 
Lord Jesus; and on leaving this family a short time after, he knelt befone the 
throne of Grace and offered a most fervent prayer for the family who had 
given him the Tract No tidings has been received from him since he left 
the city. It is probable fnom the rapid progress of his disease, that before 
this his spirit has ascended to God who gave it

— In a large village in this state, where but three persons 
only could be obtained, to support or assist in the monthly distribution; and 
where the prejudices against the publications of the American Tract Socie- 
ty were so great, that it was believed that very few persons would receive 
them, those three came to the resolution, "we will try." From one of these 
the following information has been received: 

"On Saturday we commenced the monthly distribution here; and out of 
one hundred and forty-two families, the Tract ^"Subjects for consideration,") 
was refused but by seven. Last evening we visited nine families more, who 
all received the Tract, and there is yet from fifty to sixty families which we 
are unable to supply from the want of tracts. Please send us twenty-five 
English, and fifty German copies more. The monthly distribution of Tracts 
is a self-denying, but at the same time a self-repaying work; and thosejwho 
have not engaged in the monthly distribution, can form no adequate concep- 
tions of the pleasure which a distributor, whose heart is in the work, receives 
from the expression of an anxious desire to receive Tracts, not only once, 
but regularly every month."
